One^of the chief reasons for St. 
Josenjns rise to prominence in re- 
centprears is its extensive program 
in the field of publicity. This is 
primarily the task of one man, the 
Publicity Director, Mr. Randall 
-Decker. * 

If the saying “Travel is the best 
education” be true, then this man 
of action is the most educated per- 
son on campus. For “Randy” can 
boast of having been in almost 
every state of the Union while 
working in journalism and radio 
broadcasting. Many places, for ex- 
ample, are connected with his mar- 
riage. He met the former Theresa 
Donder of New York, a TWA 
stewardess, in Kansas City, court- 
ed her in New York, married her 
in 1943 in Miami, and honeymooned 
in Houston. They have lived in 
Missouri, Arizona, California, Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, New York, and, of 
course, Indiana. 

The Deckers have three children, 
Kip, Margaret and Miriam, who 
was born last month. They have 
their own home in Rensselaer. 

Mr. Decker received his bache- 
lor’s degree from the University of 
Missouri in 1939. During the war, 
he served as a second lieutenant 
in the U. S. Navy, both in Alaska 
and on sea duty. Following the 
war, he served two more years in 
the Public Relations Department at 
the Pentagon in Washington. It 
was only in 1947, in the words of 
his wife, “after many novenas,” 
that he entered the Catholic 
Church. Prior to coming to College- 
ville in 1953, he received his mas- 
ter’s degree from Colgate Univer- 
sity. .

The 1954 football season is over, the gridiron togs are being stored 
away, and the student body is busily preparing for the coming basket- 
ball action. The past games, runs, touchdowns, and passes are now dull 
figures in the record book. But the previous season will not be one 
easily forgotten; it gave the seniors a winning season, the first one in 
six years, the juniors witnessed their first home win, and the Puma 
fans saw three new ICC records established. 

It was a good year and we can be assurred that there are many more 
fine seasons to follow. The freshmen proved that they were not new 
at playing football. The passing of Ralph Tite, the running of Bob 
Hamman, Dan Lyman, and Tom Agnew, and the consistent play of Ray 
Regner, Tom Huhn, and Bill Brinkman all molded the fine showing of 
the Pumas* • .

Pete Fenlon, and Clayton Klein saw action in each of the nine St. Joe 
games. The only sad note of the season was the selection of the All- 
Conference team. Fourteen grid men were selected by the coaching 
staffs of the seven conference "schools. The squad was represented by six 
of the seven member schools, St. Joe being the vacant member. 

The 1954 football champs, Valparaiso, were honored by having five 
of their first eleven picked for All-Conference honors. Butler, Ball State, 
Evansville, and Indiana State each placed two men and DePauw had 
one representative. 

Sports in Spots . . . The St. Joe Pumas finished 18th in total offense 
in the nation. In eight games the Pumas picked up a total of 2259 yards, 
1633 coming on the ground, the other 626 via passing. The 2259 net 
yards gained in 424 plays gave St. Joe a 319.7 game average. John Don- 
nelly being selected the most valuable Puma gridder this year. Drexel 
Hall retaining control of the intra-hall football plaque. Three new rec- 
ords being set by the 1954 Pumas. The newly born ICC marks are; long- 
est kickoff return, 100 yards, set by Bob Hamman against Butler, most 
rushes from scrimmage (single game), 24 rushes, set by Clayton Klein 
against Indiana State, and the best average per rush, 24 yards per 
try, set by Bob Hamman against Indiana State. Coach Virgil Robbins 
leaving his post for a month in favor of a trip to California. Leroy 
Thompson, Butler fullback, and Bob Scott, Evansville center, being 
chosen most valuable back and lineman in the conference. John White 
and Chuck Wiles reported as being the top bowlers at Maple Lanes". 
The two juniors are averaging better than 200 on the bowling machine. 
The Sporting News sending St. Joe of Collegeville an invitation to play 
Georgetown. A quick check of the schedule showed a previous scheduled 
game for Georgetown with St. Joseph’s of Pennsylvania. There was 
some confusion in the Puma ranks in the Ohio Northern game. Coach 
Bob Jauron called guard Joe Janus from the bench, gave him his in- 
structions, and sent him tearing into the game. Joe raced to the midst 

w of players and found to his dismay that both guard positions were filled. 
The freshman lineman continued to the opposite sideline and returned 
to the Puma bench. N 


St. Joseph’s Pumas finished 
their season on a winning note 
as they ground out a 33-13 vic- 
tory over Ohio Northern Univer- 
sity Before a Dad’s Day crowd of 
2000 fans at Collegeville. 

The Pumas, without the aid of a 
completed forward pass, ripped the 
VMtorg* line Tor 385 “yards. Half- 
backs Bom Hamman and Bill Bazil 
each tallied twice for St. Joe and 
quarterback Ralph Tite also scored 
for the Pumas. Joe Janus and 
Merle Effing divided the extra 
point chores. 

The Pumas scored the first time 
they gained possession, moving 
49 yards in five plays with Harti- 
mon carrying the final 17r Janus 
converted to give St. Joe a 7-0 
lead which they held until Ohio 
Northern pushed over a score with 
two minutes remaining in tjie half. 
Following an unsuccessful conver- 
sion attempt, the losers kicked off 
and Hamman took a handoff from 
Tite on the two-yard line and 
scampered 98 yards up the side- 
line for the touchdown. Janus’ sec- 
ond conversion gave the Pumas a 
14-6 lead at halftime. 

After receiving the second half 
kickoff, St. Joe moved 87 yards for 
another score with Tite plunging 
over from one yard out. 

After an exchange of punts, the 
Buckeye invaders put together a 
scoring drive of their own with 
halfback Terry Love carrying the 
bulk of the attack. Love finally 
carried over from the five-yard 
line, cutting St. Joe’s lead to 20-13 
as the third' period ended. 

Bazil then took command in the 
final quarter, breaking loose for 
scoring runs of 23 and 28 yards to 
insure the victory. The sophomore 
halfback from Crete, 111., carried 
the ball 16 times for 170 yeards. 

The win gave St. Joe a record of 
five victories and four defeats for 
the year, and the first winning 
season since 1949.

Alumni Beaten 85-67 
In Season Warmup 


St. Joseph’s Pumas opened the 
1954-55 basketball season with an 
easy 85-67 victory over a scrappy, 
but outmanned Alumni squad in 
the Collegeville fieldhouse Satur- 
day night. 

Coach Dick Scharf sent 18 of his 
Pumas into the fray with the 
starting five playing less than half 
of the contest.
